"Secreoy" of the Execution! Under th

Niw YORK, July 9.—Thefollowing Is an 


account of the autopsy on the bodies o 
the four men who paid the penalty o 
their crimes by electrothanasia Tuesday 
at Sing Sing prison. It is given exaotl; 
as it fell from the lips of one of the physi 
clans In attendance, whose name is with 
held at his own reqmest: "We sakctec 
the Japanese first," he said, "because o 
his phyiidal development. • He was as re- 
markably built a man as I ever saw. 1 
triangular cat was made directly over tha 
breastbone. The heart and lungs were 
then removed, afterward the stomach, 
liver, kidneys and bladder. Both lungs 
and heart were filled with venous blood. 
The color of all the organs, as we doctors 
say, was perfect. .The fluids in the body 
were thinner than before death, showing 
the'rapid disintegration caused by the 
passage of the current. There were no 
marks or burns on any of the men and 
they were all possessed of remarkably fine 
physiques, while their internal organs 
were not diseased in any way. 


The Jap Had a Biff Brain. 


"The Japanese would really adorn any 


anatomical museum. A significant fact 
was that his brain was of more than aver- 
age size and normal. This proved con 
clnsively that any talk as to his insanity 
was the veriest bosh. As soon as the an 
topsy on his body had been concluded the 
organs were replaced and the triangular 
aperture closed, as indeed was done with 
each of tbe others. The second man ex 
•mined was Smiler. His relatives were 
waiting to claim the body. 
Nothing 


extraordinary was discovered except thai 
his left lung had several tubercles, which 
might have troubled him in later yean 
had he lived. Wood and Slocum followed 
with the result of showing, as in the oth- 
er, perfect internal organ*. 


"I have performed a treat many autop- 


sies, but never saw one done under more 
favorable circumstoBew. 
You sea that 


practically the men were almost the same 
as though they had been cmtnp alive, 
death came so instantaneously. Toe aver- 
age man has not a stomaoh which 
healthy, but Jugigo's was wonderfully so. 
We all noticed and commented on it, Thi 
absence of marks or burn spots is explained 
by the earsiul way j» wniah tha 
were applied. Usually a blister is found 
which is caused by the moisture in th< 
sponge evaporating as steam and scalding 
the person. 


Performed with Perfect Decency. 


. "I would like to say that I never saw an 
autopsy performed with greater decency, 
[t could not have beea done with more 
pains if it had taken place over four kings. 
The resnlU from a medical point of view 
were satisfactory, but nothing wry valu- 
able was learned. As medical men we are 
all convinced that the electric chair is 
rapid, effective and painless." 


Dr. Charles A. Daniels, of Buffalo, one 


of the witnesses, and a participant in the 
autopsy, had this to say. "The sciantific 
value of the execution would not be re- 
vealed in the autopsy. That will only 
:ome when each physician has made tti 
croscopic examination and otherwise test- 
ed the tissue he has taken away." 


An Electrical Xxpert's Opinion. 


All the doctors were positive that the 


death was painless, and agreed that elee- 
trothanasia was far the most humans 
method so far tried of executing the sen- 
tence of the law upon criminals. 


Horatio B. Beekman. president of the 


Edison Electric Light company, of this 
city, was present at the axecntion as an 
expert. Mr. Beekman ssM: "It was 
great success. Everything worked smooth- 
y. There was no hitch or botch at any 
paint. A lady could have witnessed ttw 
entire execvtion. By that I mean then 
were no revolting scenes or straggles. It 
was simply one moment a living creatnre, 
an instant later a lifeless corpse, without 
a murmur or a struggle. As to improve- 
ments that suggest themselves to anex- 
wt, you may say, that while the appli-

execution than that of yesterday."

And Gives the Lie Direct to Some ml th«

The hair on the front of the 
lead, the mustache and eyebrows had 
been singed and burned oft. The face was 
urrowed and scarred as though with a 
_tiron. These marks were not these of 
a dissecting knife or scalpel. They were 
talpable burns. 
The Reporter "Fired Oat." 


"Pressing closer to see the dead man's 
ace plainer, the reporter attracted the at- 
tention of the undertaker's assistants, and 
hey seized him by the shoulder and com- 
pelled him to leave the place before any 
ither portion of the body was exposed. 
To repeated requests to be allowed to sea 
he body the reporter was informed that 
no one but the undertaker and his assist- 
ants would be permitted to see it mntii tt 
ladbeeu fully prepared for burial. R 
was learned through one of the under 
taker's assistants that Smiler's left leg 
was burned to the hone through the calf. 
The eyes were badly burned, though the 
yeball was net destroyed."

Went Beyond flls Duty. 


They say he went beyond his duty; that 


he had no right to exclude press represent- 
atives, and certainly no right to put his 
guard around the prison and establish s 
"dead line;" that the law did not require 
nor authorize this: that the question oi 
printing the details was one for the news- 
papers to determine, and any attempt at 
punishment therefor the duty of the din 
trict attorney, who could under the law 
prosecute those violating It if he chose 
and thus bring the matter to an issue in 
the courts; that the only way to make 
sure that the executions were humane was 
to give the widest publicity, and that the 
responsibility for the publication of th« 
details would not have rested upon the 
warden. 


Doesn't Seem to "Consist." 


The Times speaks of the utter folly ol 


the provision of the law prohibiting the 
publication cf the details, and the peculiar 
nn&tnsss of Warden Brown for any public 
positioc requiring tact, good sense, and s 
regard for the rights of "law abiding citi 
Zens," while The Sun says: "This morning 
The Sun and every other real newspaper 
in the state openly and deliberately vio- 
lated that section of the electrical execu- 
tion law which forbids the publication of 
the details of an execution." The Sun also 
demands the repeal of the secrecy clause

ANOTHER DOCTOR'S TESTIMONY. 
He Declines to 
Affirm or Deny the 


Evening World'* Sensation. 


ALBANT, July 9.—Dr. S. B. Ward, one 


of the witnesses at the execution Tuesday, 
was shown The Evening World's report 
of the burning of Smiler. He was asked 
if he could corroborate the report. The 
doctor looked perplexed and walked up 
and down foe some moments in deep 
thought and then said that his honor was 
pledged to say nothing about the details 
of the execution, and therefore he could 
not reply. Finally the doctor broke silence 
by saying: "I will say that not one of the 
executed showed anything like the dis* 
figuration incidental to death by hanging. 
There was not one-half the horror in wit- 
nessing their execution that would have 
been if they had been hanged." 


Suppose Be Was Blistered? 


After another brief silence Dr. Ward re- 


sumed: 
"Electricity is frequently em- 


ployed therapeutically by physicians, and 
it is very common for the patient to be 
blistered at the point of contact. Although 
I have no such personal knowledge, it i8 
affirmed that electric baths often blister 
'BrnfliatliBT.—New, for -the sake ot 
argument, let us suppose that Smiler was 
blistered, and, understand, I do not for s 
moment say hs was, what of it? He wad 
dead from the moment of the first contact, 
and consequently felt nothing." 


"Do you call a blister a burnf" 
"Certainly not," was his reply. "A buro 


would char ths flesh." 


To Repeal the Secrecy Clavse. 


NEW 
YORK, July 
9.—Assemblyman 


Stein, who introduced in the last session 
of the legislature a bill to repeal the se- 
crecy provision of the law for electrical ex- 
ecutions, said yesterday that he would re- 
introduce the bill next session, and use all 
his endeavors to have it passed before the 
house and the senate. The bill passed the 
house last session, but did not reach a vote 
in the senate on account of a dead-lock.

Settlen Adopt a Scheme Against Ball-

SAN FBANCISCO, July 9. —The settlers in 


the Mussel Slongh country in Tulare coun- 
ty, the richest part of the great San Joa- 
quin valley propose to begin next week haul 
ing wheat and dried fruit by mule teams 
to San Francisco, instead of patronizing 
the railroad. The freight rate from Han 
ford, Tulare county, to San Francisco is 
$1.01 per 100 pounds, almost as much as to 
Chicago, and the service is very slow. 
Farmers have therefore determined to re- 
turn to original methods. With eight to 
twelve mules one man can carry in two 
wagons from six to eight tons and make 
the trip of 200 miles in one week. On the 
return trip he can carry general merchan- 
dise.

These words, uttered by Dr. Fuller, a 


man of commanding appearance, quickl? 
followed by other equally strong expres- 
sions and exciting incidents, caused 0 
great commotion on the ladies' side ot 
the ferryboat Bocknway as it was leaving 
its slip at Thirty-fourth street for Long 
Island City at 3 o'clock. The Rockaway 
makes connections with the Long Island 
railroad. It had on board a large crowd 
of passengers. 


Spat iu His Face. 


Among the last to step aboard just as 


the deckhands closed ths gate was Dr. 
Fuller. 
He walked through the reat 


ladies' cabin to the fore cabin. The cabin 
was well filled, most of the passengers 
being ladies. As he was walking rapidly 
through the cabin Dr. Fuller suddenly 
stopped, 
glared fiercely at ex-Judge 


Holme, who had a seat between two la- 
dies, and then he spoke to him. At the 
insulting words ex-Judge Holme arose 
from his seat and advanced toward Dr. 
Fuller, at the same time lifting his right 
hand as if to strike tho tioctor. Before 
he could strike, however. Dr. Fuller de- 
liberately spat in his face. '-Notwithstand- 
ing the efforts of some of the men to hold 
Dr. Fuller and shield ex-Judge Holme 
from blows, the doctor succeeded in get- 
ting in half a dozen stunning blows with 
each hand. Then the deckhands rushed 
in and interfered, and ex Judge Holme 
slipped out of the way. 


Apologized te the Ladle*. 


Dr. Fuller, standing at his full height, 


shook his clinched fist at the disappearing 
ex-corespondent and said 
thunder:

"That is ex-Judge Leicester Holme; he's 


a scoundrel and a blackguard." 


Somebody called Dr. Fuller's attention 


to the fact that there were Jadies present 
and that his actions had caused them 
much annoyance. .The.cxcited~daotBr at 
once doffed MB hat, and, bowing to the 
ladies, said in most pathetic tones: 


"I beg your pardon and apologize to 


yon, ladies, for the scene my actions have 
caused, but I could not help it. That 
man won my wife from me and ruined my 
home and life.' 


Before he passed out of the cabin Dr. 


Fuller turned around aud, painting to the 
spot where the man he had just whipped 
was standing in the shadow of a man oi 
large size, he shouted: 


"Come out here, you cur, and I'll pitch 


you into the river, you sconnd /el. Denied

Henry O., Jack Sheppard, A. P. am 
Romeo Captured tbe Events—Dr. Sparka 
Gael » sale In «:23—Th« Pro(rsm to 


Thursday was an ideal day for a race 


meeting. The weather did all anyon 
couid ask of it 


From 8,500 to 4,000 people were at the 


race track yesterday. They were well pah 
for taming oat as they saw some of tin 
best races of the week. Tbe time made in 
the free-for-all tret was the best of the 
meeting so far. 


There were tour races and an exhibition

THE 2:35 PACE. 


This was the first race of the day. II 


waathe one postponed from Wednesday, 
As there was a big crowd on the ground 
that had nimble pennies the bookies got to 
work early.

The crowd played the limit on the 
favorite; in mutuals he sold for more than 
the field, the ratio being about 10 to 8.
